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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of applicant's Response to Restriction Requirement 
filed 10/26/2005. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Applicant's election with traverse of Group II (claims 2-12) in the reply filed on 
10/26/2005 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the differences 
between the groups are not so great that all the claims, or at least most of the claims, 
cannot be examined together and that some of the groups share the same class and 
subclass. This is not found persuasive because the application includes separate and 
distinct multiple implants, methods of using, and systems. While some overlapping may 
occur between two groups such as the implants of groups I and II, a search required for 
the invention of group I will not necessarily encompass the invention of group II because 
a coating is included in Group II whereas a coating is not included in Group I. Also, 
separate classifications are not required for a restriction to be proper and as such it is 
the position of the examiner that it is has been shown the distinctions between the 
inventions (see office action dated 9/7/2205). 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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4. Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Claim 1 1 includes the limitation "irregular shape" in line 2 of 
the claim. It is unclear what an irregular shape, or a regular shape, would entail. 
Proper correction is requested. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 2-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Reich et 
al. (USPN 5,962,620). Reich discloses hydrophilic and hydrophobic polyether 
polyurethanes (title and abstract). Reich also discloses that the polyurethanes may be 
used to form a shape structure or device including tubing, catheters, stents, and the like 
(column 4, lines 59-60 and column 15, lines 7-8). Reich also discloses that hydrophilic 
polymers may include drugs and enzymes, and may be coated over the polyurethanes 
(column 3, lines 38-43 and column 15, lines 10-12). Reich further discloses 
encapsulation of drugs in preferably, high viscosity hydrophilic polymers (column 27, 
line 60 - column 28, line 2). The disclosures of Reich anticipate the claims.
